of Prairie Creek, who is visiting the 
ity. The young man quit work on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, Sept Ist at two 
cock and went to Grand Cache Lake 
near the Smoky River for a swim, The 
camp cook heard cries for help and hur- 
ried to the spot to see the unfortunate 
svimnyer disappear beneath the sur- 


face in deep water ibout sixty yards 
from the shore. His clothes were found 
on the opposite bank from which he 
had evidently struck out. The men of 
his party made a diligent search for the 
body waiting about twenty days, but 
failed to recover it. The survey party 
Was engaged in, running the Mth and 
léth base lines.
